NATCHEZ, Miss.. April 2 4 -M o re 
than 225 Negro men and women 
were burned to death here late last 
night when flames, racing through 
decorations of dry Spanish mass, 
'rapped them in a one-exit dance 
hall. 
Coroner R E Sm ith said he and 
Sheriff Hyde R Jenkins had count­ 
ed that many dead. He expressed 
the belief a score or more others in 
hospitals might die, bringing the 
toll to almost 250. 
Hundreds of dancers were in the 
hall when the fire broke out and 
flared suddenly. There were no rear 
or side doors in the building and 
windows had been boarded up. 
“Piled Like Cordwood” 
The coroner 
said 
bodies were 
piled up like cordwood." 
"The skin was peeled from faces, 
blood oozed from mouths and flesh 
was broken," he said.

examination, it appeared that mast 
of the people died of suffocation.

Is diabetes ever cured? 
Diabetes can be kept under con­ 
trol so that it gives practically no 
disagreeable symptoms, but cases 
of cure are rare Bv cure I mean 
that tile patient can eat whatever 
he like^ with no insulin, and has 
no sugar in the. urine. 
A patient reported by Dr. Elliot 
.Joplin developed diabetes at the age 
of two At first she was a severe 
diabetic, requiring 30 to 40 units of 
insulin a day. as well as a care­ 
fully-regulated diet. She continued

this way until her first year in col­ 
lege Then the insulin requirement 
dropped, off; in her junior year she 
needed only five units, and In her 
senior year none at all. She is now 
22 years old. 
Another type is a man, 65 years 
old. who had diabetes for six years. 
He was a mild type and required 
only 15 units of insulin a day Then 
he had a gall-bladder operation and, 
the diabetes steadily improved. Now 
he eats what he likes, takes no in­ 
sulin and shows no sign of diabetes. 
Tile explanation is that the cause 
of diabetes is an atrophy of 
the 
secretory cells of 
the 
pancreas 
vvljlch manufacture 
insulin 
But 
with this atrophy there goes a tend­ 
ency for the ceils to regenerate in 
the course of time and start func­ 
tioning again. 
There is, therefore, 
no inherent reason 
why 
diabetes 
should not tend toward recovery, if 
the cells are rested by the artificial 
supply of insulin, and 
with 
im­ 
provement in treatment 
patients 
will live longer and causes of cure 
increase.
